Week’s Production Tapers Off Slightly to 47,233 Cars and Trucks; 


High Court Rules NLRB Hearings 


Immune to Injunctions; Factories 


Set to Submit Policy Data; GM Distributes $2,690,000 to 14,614 Workers 


With all Chrysler divisions down for the 
week, plus curtailments in other plants, car 
and truck production will decline to 47.233 
units the current week, according to ADN 
estimates. The total compares with a re- 
vised total of 59,145 units in the previous week and 
67,280 units in the corresponding week of 1937 when all 
GM plants were idle because of sit-downs. 

Chrysler divisions are scheduled to reopen again next 
week, and output during the next few weeks is 
expected to drop appreciably below the current mark. It 
is likely, moreover, that schedules will be bumped up the 
latter part of February or early in March to meet the 
anticipated spring upswing in car sales. Results of the 
current newspaper-dealer campaign on the used car jam 
also will play a prominent role in future production 
operations. 

The first appreciable curtailment in Ford operations, 
since 1938 model production got under way in earnest in 
December, is noted this week as the company’s total 
drops slightly to 18,000 units from the previous week’s 
20,000 jobs. Operations continue near normal at the 
Lincoln division of Ford, which boosts the Ford group 
total to 18,685 for the week, compared with a revised 
figure of 20,685 for the previous week. 

General Motors’ group total remains stationary cur- 
rently, 20,720 cars and trucks being scheduled as com- 
pared with 20,438 last week. Chevrolet’s steady 15,000 jobs 
heads the GM group, followed in order by Buick’s 2,370, 
Oldsmobile’s 1,750, Pontiac’s 1,200 and Cadillac-LaSalie’s 
400, according to ADN figures. 

The independent manufacturers are topped by Hudson, 
with 2,000 cars carded as against 2,224 last week. Packard 
expects 1,000 jobs as compared with 1,200 last week. 
Studebaker’s car operations are practically stilled cur- 
rently, only 50 jobs being scheduled along with 128 trucks, 
giving the company a grand total of 178 for the week us 
against 1,673 units in the previous session. Bantam speeds 
‘operations to 150 units and the miscellaneous group 
should account for 4,500 units currently, according to 
ADN estimates. Nash, Graham, Willys and Hupmobile 
are on inventory currently, but Nash is expected to re- 
sume operations next week, while the others are due back 
in production by Feb. 14 at least.

Car, Truck 
Output Off 
to 47,233 


In a unanimous decision, the U. S. 
supreme court Monday held that fed- 
eral district courts have no power to 
enjoin the National Labor Relations 
Board from conducting hearings on 
alleged unfair labor practices. The decision was handed 
down in the case of the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corp., 
Ltd., which had obtained an injunction in May, 1936, from 
the Massachusetts federal district court, whose action 
was later upheld by the first circuit court of appeals. The 
case involved the CIO’s shipbuilders’ union. 

Justice Louis D. Brandeis read the opinion in the labor 
case. The shipbuilding company had contended that the

This contention, he said, was “at war with the long 
settled rule of judicial administration that no man is 
entitled to judicial relief for a supposed or threatened in- 
jury until the prescribed administrative remedy has been 
exhausted.”

GM Distributes distribution of $2,690,068 in common 

$2,690,000 to stock and cash to its employes in the 

14,614 Employes United States through the GM em- 

ployes’ savings and investment plan. 
The payment brings the total amount distributed to GM 
employes through the fund to more than $246,500,000 
since the inception of the organized savings plan. Of this 
total, approximately $104,900,000 represents the corpora- 
tion’s contribution, and approximately $141,600,000 the 
amount paid in by employes. 

The current distribution is being made to the class of 
1932, representing those employes who in the first four 
months of that year participated in the plan. Payments 
were made only for this period during 1932. Each partici- 
pant who paid $100 into the fund during these four 
months, now receives a settlement of $243.55, consisting 
of cash and GM common stock, valued at $30 a share on 
the closing market price on Dec. 31.

With only Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Wisconsin not yet accounted for, ADN 
estimates that December new car reg- 
istrations will total about an even 
180,000 units. This figure compares 
with 327,053 units registered during December last year, 
or a decline for this year of over 48 per cent. The decrease 
from November, 1937, however, should be only about 6 
or 7 per cent. 

ADN had previously estimated December sales to be 
between 185,000 and 190,000 units, but as additional states 
were reported the registration trend edged downward. 

The 46 states now heard from report a total of 170,878 
units, compared with registrations of 312,182 units by the 
same states in December, 1936.

With 46 states reported, ADN re- 
vises its previous December registra- 
tions estimate upward from 30,000 
units to about 31,500. Although this 
figure would represent a drop of 25 
per cent under the 41,162 units registered during Decem- 
ber, 1936, it would mean a gain of more than 20 per cent 
over truck sales recorded during November, 1937, indi- 
cating a sharp pick-up in sales during December.
